His confession, according to police, 
was obtained shortly after the bodies 
of the three Walters children, George, 
age 186; Irene, 12, and Doris, nine, 
were found by Mrs, Walters when she 
returned from work, He said in the 
confession read to the jurymen that 
he shot George, then the two girls 
He went out. of the house, threw away 
his guns and returned to find Irene 
and Doris still alive. He cut thetr 
throats with @ razor, his statement to 
police read, 

Appearing as a witness, the mother 
of the murdered children had to be 
assisted to the stand, She broke down
